THE MALCOlfTENTS LN WEBSTER'S 


DAYS 


In a speech in the United States sen- 


ate in 1838 Daniel 'Webster spoke these 
•vrords: 


There are persons who constantly clamor. 


They complain of oppression, speculation and 
the pernicious influences of accumulated wealth. 
Thej- cry out loudly against all banks and cor- 
porations, and all metms by which small capi- 
tals become united in order to produce impor- 
tant and beneficial results. They carry on mad 
hostility against all established institutions. 
They would choke the fountain of industry and 
dry all the streams. In a. country of unbounded 
liberty they rlar.ior against oppression. 
In a 


country of perfect equality they would move 
heaven and earth against privilege and monop- 
oly. 
In a country 
v> here property is more 


evenly divided than anywheie else they rend 
the air shouting agrarian doctrines. In a coun- 
try where the wages -jf labor are high beyond 
parallel they would teach the laborer that he is 
but an oppressed Slav. 


The striking similarity between the 


foregoing and utterances frequently heard 
today Trill be noted. Times have not 
changed. 
The attempt to create class 


prejudice and antagonism has gone for- 
ward without interruption. 


Those Trho declaim, against present con- 


ditions and existing institutions hare no 
good -n-ord to say for the many obvious 
blessings enjoyed by the American peo- 
ple. They shut their eyes to the privileges 
and opportunities of American citizen- 
ship, and to the fact that the people of the 
United States are better off than the peo- 
ple of any other country in the world. All 
they see are a few wrongs and abuses 
which are inevitable in any great social 
or political aggregation. They will not 
see the fact that there has been a smady 
and large improvement in the individual 
welfare and the prosperity of all classes. 
Nor do they wish to use constituted and 
orderly processes of government, which 
are entirely adequate, to correct what- 
ever injustices there may be. but propose 
the overthrow of the foundations of gov- 
ernment and radical and fantastic meas- 
ures. 


The economic and social advances that 


have been made in rural life and in the 
world of labor are without parallel. When 
contrasted with conditions in the pioneer 
days of Daniel "Webster they represent 
the height of luxury. 
The same is true 


when contrasted with the lot of labor and 
the farmer in all other countries. 
Still, 


we are told, the American government is 
a failure, that labor is in a state of bond- 
age and the farmer is ground to pieces by 
the machinations of Wall street. 


It is stated, and we have no doubt the 


statement is true, that there are more 
farmer-owned automobiles in Wisconsin 
than in all of Europe put together, and 
more workingman-owned automobiles in 
the state than in the whole of Europe. 
Millions have come to free America to 
better themselves, and all have done so. 
The so-called down-trodden people of the 
United States are not flocking to any 
other nation for self-government. 
Be- 


fore being led off on wild tangents people 
in this country who are prone to be dis- 
contented should make a careful survey 
of what they have to be thankful for. and 
of the wealth of opportunity and privilege 
that is their inalienable right. 


Calvm Coolidge grew up as a poor 


farmer boy. His father today is a hum- 
ble farmer like the average farmer in Xew 
England or in Wisconsin. Probably 
ninety-nine out of one hundred of all 
successful American men, particularly 
thosp who achieved real greatness, were 
of similar origin. 
Where else are such 


things possible? 
Nowhere do merit and 


real worth, in whatever walk of life, count 
for so much as in this country. 
Nowhere 


*lse is the same self-advancement open to 
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all. 
Men and women are what they make 


themselves in this country and none of 
the injustices complained of can stop 
them. These things we ought to keep in 
mind in our political policies and in our 
attachments. 


TWO CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENTS 


Two amendments to the constitution 


passed by the legislature are to be sub- 
mitted at the Tuesday election to the vot- 
ers of Wisconsin for ratification or rejec- 
tion. 
One is known as the home-rule 


amendment, a change in the organic law 
of the state designed to give cities a larg- 
er measure of self-government. 
The 


amendment has the support of the Wis- 
consin League of Municipalities, and is 
similar in its scope to rights enjoyed by 
many states, including Minnesota, Mich- 
igan and Ohio. 
We think it will work 


for better local government as well as for 
efficiency and economy. 
It will enable 


cities to manage their affairs as they de- 
sire without having to go to the legisla- 
ture for a grant of power. We believe 
that the largest measure of local govern- 
ment is desirable and beneficial and, 
therefore, that the home-rule amendment 
should b'e ratified. 


The other amendment is that which is 


known as the forest amendment. It would 
permit the state to engage in and encour- 
age reforestation, which is one of the 
greatest economic needs of Wisconsin, and 
which should have early attention. 
It 


has been well said that forest development 
is the keystone of the industrial struc- 
ture. It is also an integral part of agri- 
cultural prosperity. The proposed change 
commits the state to no program and ap- 
propriates no money. It is purely an en- 
abling act leaving to the legislature the 
working out of a detailed policy. 
This 


amendment also should be ratified.

A brief news message from Berlin says 


many German princes have been forced 
by altered financial circumstances to go 
to work, and they are much pleased with 
the change in the mode of living. 
They 


have discovered that idleness and pleas- 
ure were irksome, compared with the de- 
light which they obtain from useful em- 
ployment. 


Members of the leisure class are not of 


much good for themselves, and in rare 
cases are they of much good to the state 
or the public. All in all, they are social, 
civic and economic parasites. 
Rich men 


in America and in Europe have given 
much of their wealth to the public. This 
applies especially to Americans who 
earned their fortunes themselves. 
But 


those of the leisure class who inherit posi- 
tions and affluence take life as easy as 
possible, and they do not work or distrib- 
ute any of their capital or income because 
they regard themselves as superior and 
privileged beings. 


To those who work it is incomprehen- 


sible how any one can find pleasure in idle- 
ness and pastime as a habit. v The joy of 
life lies in doing some agreeable vork and 
doing it well. The German princes are 
learning this. Their experience is giving 
them a new view of society and state, and 
it is presenting to them pleasures which 
they never had imagined existed. The 
greatest satisfaction is that of being use- 
ful.

SCHOOL LIFE VERSUS HYGIENE. 


The purpose of the title is not to display bias 


against teachers. I like teachers. They're an ex 
ceptionally fine class of people, take them by a-nd 
large, both the men. and ths women. And1 the fern 
inlne ones—I should advise every young man to 
marry a teacher if he can't find a nurse who wll 
have him. Marry the teacher and the nurse wil 
follow in due time. I myself was headed straight 
for a teacher when my nurse at the last minute 
said "All right, let's go to Niagara Palls." A closs 
squeak. I call It—supposing she had said Hawaii? 


I chose the title of this talk because the melan- 


choly days have come, and one thing that makes 
em melancholy in too many homes la the way the 
more delicate children begin to droop and fall back 
iito a lower state of health about this season of 
the year. School life does it, not the teacher, tho 
some teachers do contribute toward the melancholy 
n an unwarrantable manner, and that is all I have 
or wish to chide teachers for—infractions of the 
rules or hygiene when such infractions menace the 
health of pupils.

In most communities nowadays there is some sort 


of preliminary medical inspection of pupils at the 
Beginning of the school term, with a view to the 
detection and exclusion of pupils whose condition 
may endanger the health of others. This is good 
economy, common sense, for it prevents the spread 


many major diseases, diseases which, nowadays, 


ntelligent parents would prefer to have their chil- 
dren escape. 


Now it seems to me, with all due regard and af- 


ection for the teachers that they, too ou?ht to be 
ubject to a preliminary examination. That may 
aot seem so important in respect to the common 
ontagious or comrmmicable diseases. But it would 
•e a good way to detect and exclude the neurotic 
he tuberculosis, the insane and the physically un- 
it teachers. It is quite as essential, in the interest 
f the pupils' health, to exclude from school the 
eacher who would sneak in with a bundle of 
lerves concealed.' under her factitious calm as it 
s to exclude the boy or girl from the high or low 
trata who harbors nediculi. 
As a general rule the teacher who places re- 
trictions around the freedom of pupils to get a 
rink or to answer the calls of nature, and makes 
hispering a monstrous crime, and generally har- 
sses and embarasses the pupils at her mercy in 
very little way she can devise under the excuse of 
iscipline, is subnormal physically and If the truth 
f her condition were known she would be given 
vacation as unfit for the duties of teaching. Drop 


n on an afternoon after the close of the session 
and1 you'll find her, usually, deriving great satis- 
action out of the flaying of a. number of unhealthy 
oungsters with her ruffled nerves. But hold your 
reath, for the teacher and pupils need all the 
oul air there is. It is the foul air that keeps 
hem there. It makes the teacher "nervous;" it 
.akes the pupils restless and Inattentive.

HENRY JAMES AND THE MONEY 


QUESTION 


The popular conception of Henry 


James is that he despised popularity, 
that he cared nothing for a wide cir- 
culation for his novels, that he cared 
nothing for money, that he wrote to 
please himself, that he made his work 
as obscure as he could to show his 
contempt fo,r the rabble. Kot only is 
that the popular conception of James 
but many of his worshippers try to 
perpetuate that literary myth. They 
seem to think that the greatness of 
"the master" (as James "fans" almost 
Invariably refer, to him) will be en- 
hanced thereby. 


The facts are that Henry James, 


sincere literary artist though he was 
and unwilling though he was at all 
times to compromise 
with 
popular 
taste, was quite ae eager to win pop- 
ularity, to make money with his books 
"nd to bask in the sunshine of popu- 
lar fame as the most trivial scrib- 
bler who sells a million copies of a 
worthless melodrama. 
For years and years James tried 


and tried to write books that would 
win the favor of a large public In- 
stead of a few hundred or at least a 
few thousand fanatical worshippsi-s 
of his art. He did not have the knack 
of winning t'le crowd and nothing he 
r-ould do could make Ills work popu- 
lar.

Their provincialism is con- 
trasted with the grace and culture 
of Europe, and the daring freedom of 
the typical American girl is described 
not from tne point of view of the 
American who admires her democra- 
tic ways but from the point of view 
of the highly cultures Europeans who 
look upon her as crude and depraved. 


The American public was outraged 


by the book and it was widely dis- 
cussed -only to be abused. But even 
that questionable popularity deserted 
James during the next few years. In 
novel after novel he tried his very 
best to turn the trick that would win 
him popularity but he always failed. 
Some of these novels are great works 
of art and are certain of a. permanent 
olace In American literature. But t-te 
public remained unconscious of them 
and bought by the hundreds of thou- 
sands books that will never have a 
chance to be known as classics 


TURNED TO PLAYS 


Finally almost in desperation Hen- 


ry James decided to turn from novel 
writing to producing plays, 
hoping 


that in that way he might win a wide 
public. He was so earnest about it 
that he gave five years t° it. But 
he was not a playwright and the fivo 
vears of hard work to win popularity 
went for nothing. 


And then at last he came to the 


conclusion that he was not and never 
would be a writer for the multitudes 
^ut that he would have to be satis- 
fied with a limited audience all his 
'Ife. He became reconciled to his fate 
ind he settled down to write master- 
nieces in the only manner in which 
'ie could write. The crowd continued 
to ignore him. as It does today, ancrJ 
James decided, isely, to Ignore the 
crowd and to pot down on paper what 
there was in him to give to the world. 
The last tenty years of his life were 
passed in this spirit and they were 
nrobably the happiest years of his 
career, with the exception of the last 
year or two when the World war 
broke over him like a cosmic tragedy. 


It is small wonder that the crowds 
a not take to James. He was out 


of vital touch with what the man who 
has to struggle for his bread is think- 
ing about. His! characters never need 
to work for a living, and his novels, • 
exquisite '\ u.-Uee though they are 
nevertheless studies that are beyond 
the workaday 
world. Nothing else 


could have been expected than that 
his books should be Ignored except by 
the sophisticated few.
